MOSCOW, Aug. 8&—The Soviet 
Union accused United Nations 
Secretary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold yesterday of perfidy and 
‘capitulation before the coloniz- 
ers” in postponing entry of U.N. 
troops into the Congolese prov- 
ince of Katanga. 


The severity of the Soviet 
propaganda attacks on Hammar- 
skjold contained in Pravda, the 
official party newspaper, and Iz- 
vestia, the government organ, 
raised the question among ob- 
servers here as to whether the 
Swedish diplomat will remain ac- 
ceptable to the Kremlin as Sec- 
retary General, 


An editorial in Pravda said | 


that Hamarskjold’s ‘‘capitulation 
had caused’ serious alarm 
throughout Africa.” It accused 
the United States and its Atlantic 
| pact allies of favoring the reten- 
tion of Belgian troops in Katanga 
so as to separate the province 
from The Congo republic. ‘This 
is an act of aggression that 
threatens the peace of the 
world,” the editorial declared. 


Russian Threat. 


In denouncing the “perfidy of 
the United Nations command,” 
Pravda hinted that Soviet troops 
might intervene if U.N. forces 
did not take over Katanga. In a 
report from Leopoldville, the 
newspaper quoted a Congolese 
editor as saying: “If in the im- 
mediate future the Security 
Council does not fulfill its de- 
cision, the people will insist that 
the government send an appeal 
to other forces friendly to The 
Congo for help.” 


In another development here, 
the Belgian embassy addressed 
a memorandum to the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry protesting 
against Soviet allegations that 
the Brussels government had 
flouted the decisions of the Se- 
curity Council. The embassy de- 
manded that the Soviet press 
publish Belgian allegations that 
atrocities were committed 
against Europeans in The Congo 
and that these acts resulted in 
Belgian military intervention. 

Soviet propaganda has assailed 
Hammarskjold and Ralph J. 
Bunche, U.N. under secretary, 
for a full week. Hammarskjold, 
who originally was proposed by 
the Russians for the post of Sec- 
retary General as a compromise 
candidate, has been rebuked by 
Moscow in the past on other is- 
sues. The current Soviet attacks 
on him, however, are unprece- 
dented in their sharpness and 
persistence. 


Moscow Pressure. 


Hammarskjold succeeded Tryg- 
vie Lie of Norway, who resigned 
Nov. 10, 1952, under pressure 
from the Soviet Union. Moscow’s 
campaign against Lie resulted 
from his stand in favor of United 
Nations intervention in the Ko- 
rean war. 

In the autumn of 1950 the So- 
viet Union vetoed the re-elec- 
tion of Lie. The General Assem- 


bly extended his term for three | 


years, but he was ignored by 


Soviet diplomats in that period. | 


Hammarskjold, who was a dark 
horse candidate, succeeded Lie 
in April 1953. Lie’s extended 
term would have expired in 
February 1954.

Nominee’s 
Meets With Demo- 
crats of Missouri, 
Other States—Hard 
Drive Promised. 


Democratic teaders from Mis- 
souri and six other states 
pledged last night to ‘“‘wear out 
some shoe leather” to bring 
about the election of United 
States Senator John F. Kennedy 
as president. 

In a spirited meeting at the 
Sheraton-Jefferson Hotel, the 
Democrats heard Kennedy’s 
brother and campaign manager, 
Robert F. Kennedy, warn of the 
days ahead. 

“We have a difficult struggle 
ahead of us,”” Kennedy asserted. 
“Unless we have unity, we will 
have a difficult time winning. If 
we are going to win, it will be 
the result of the work of people 
like you.”’ 

Kennedy is the head of a six- 
member team of campaign stra- 


tegists meeting with top Demo- | 
crats in all sections of the Unit- | 


ed States. The meeting here 
was the eighth of the series and 
included Democrats from Mis-

Two Themes. 

The speakers struck two major 
themes: 

1. Registration drives must be 
conducted to get as many voters 
on the rolls as possible. 

2. The Kennedy organization 
is vitally interested in local Dem- 
ocratic problems and is willing 
to send national figures to help 
support local tickets. 

Kennedy told reporters that his 
brother and United States Sen- 
ator Lyndon Johnson, vice-presi- 
dential nominee, will campaign 
in Missouri. The presidential 
nominee, Kennedy said, _ will 
spend ‘‘a good deal of time’’ in 
the state and will appear in St. 


Louis. Dates will be announced 
later. 
The importance of a heavy 


registration was stressed by Roy 
Reuther of Michigan, vice chair- 
man of the organization’s na- 
tional registration drive, and 
Mrs. Margaret Price of Michi- 
gan, vice chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. 
Millions Not Registered. 

Reuther cited a Gallup Poll 
finding that 40,000,000 Americans 
eligible to vote in the last presi- 
dential election were not regis- 
tered and that if all voted in 
1960, the Kennedy-Johnson tick- 
et would win by 30,000,000. The 
St. Louis area, alone, has 303,000 
unregistered voters, Reuther 
said, adding that these persons 
‘could be crucial in this elec- 
tion.” 

Mrs. Price urged a concentrat- 
ed effort to register women vot- 
ers. She said there now are 
3,250,000 more women of voting 
age than men, yet a smaller per- 
centage of women were regis- 
tered in the last election. She 
also suggested that party work- 
ers emphasize voting on a family 
basis. 

It was United States Senator 
Ralph Yarborough of Texas, at- 
tending the meeting as a mem- 


to a Democratic victory. “I in- 
tend to wear out some shoe 
leather to get Democrats out to 
the polls in November,” he de- 
clared. 

Blair Agrees. 

Gov. James T. Blair pf Mis- 
souri agreed that “‘we can do 
the job if we work for it.” 

The meeting provided a show 
of unity, with supporters of Unit- 
ed States Senator Stuart Syming- 
ton, Johnson and Adlai Steven- 
son joining the Kennedy group 
in appealing for help at all lev- 
els. United States Senator A. S. 
(Mike) Monroney of Oklahoma, 
a leader of the Stevenson-for- 
President movement, told the 
group the Kennedy-Johnson tick- 
et is ‘“‘the most electable ticket I 
can remember since the days 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Harry Truman.”’

WELCOME the return of the 

Congress. There is much im- 

portant legislative work still 
pending that cannot await the 
selection and assembly of a new 
Congress and a new Adminis- 
tration. The executive and legis- 
lative branches must act togeth- 
er on these pressing needs these 
next few weeks. I shall do my 
part. I am sure that the Con- 
gress will be similarly disposed. 

First, the world situation, 
with its great significance to 
us. 

Fundamentally, it is as it 
was. The free world still faces 
a Communist imperialism fixed 
upon conquest of all the world. 

Vigilance, therefore, must 
still be our watchword. Con- 
tinuing strength, military, eco- 
nomic, spiritual, must remain 
our reliance. Our basic objec- 
tive—to secure a permanent 
peace—is yet to be won. Our 
programs have long been keyed 
to this situation. They must 
continue. 

During the congressional re- 


cess events have dramatized 
tensions that still plague the 
world. 


We have seen an intensifica- 
tion of Communist truculence. 

Indeed, the Soviet dictator 
has talked loosely and irrespon- 
sibly about a possible missile 
attack on the United States. 

An American aircraft has been 
attacked over international wat- 
ers. Our resolution requesting an 
investigation of this matter has 
been vetoed by the Soviets in 
the United Nations Security 
Council. Surviving crew mem- 
bers are still being held prisoner. 
The Soviet delegation has 
walked out of the Geneva dis- 
armament negotiations. 

The Communists continue to 
exploit situations of unrest,

dential nominee, and Senator 


John F. Kennedy of Massachu- 


setts, 
ponent. 

Noting substantial agreement 
on civil rights in the platforms 
adopted by the two parties last 
month, the conference suggested 
that Nixon and Kennedy join 
in backing a bill based on simi- 
lar platform pledges. 

Whether there will be any 
serious effort to pass civil rights 
legislation at the short congres- 
sional session is open to ques- 
tion. It was not included among 
legislative objectives listed by 
Kennedy after his nomination. 
Nixon has not indicated he will 
press for it either. Congressional 
leaders of both parties said to- 
day they did not expect action 
on civil rights at this session. 

THE LEADERSHIP confer- 
ence, representing more than 30 
organizations interested in civil 
rights, submitted three legisla- 
tive proposals that it said were 
covered in both parties’ plat- 
forms: 


Nixon’s Democratic op- 


1. Broaden the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s authority to seek court 
injunctions, now limited to cases 
of voting discrimination, to pro- 
tect other constitutional rights. 

2. Extend federal aid and 
technical assistance to school 
districts attempting to desegre- 
gate. 

3. Give statutory authority to 
a committee now operating tn- 
der executive order from the 
President to protect equal job 
opportunities on all work done 
under government contract. 

By agreeing on One or more 
of these proposals, Nixon and 
Kennedy could take civil rights 
out of the partisan arena, a 
statement by Roy Wilkins, chair- 
man of the conference, ahd Ar- 
nold Aronson, secretary, said. 

“It has been established over 
the years that neither party alone 


' can deliver on civil rights prom- 


ises,”” the statement added. 
‘“‘What is vital now is that the 


two candidates agree upon legis- 


lation which both will support 
actively in accordance with the 
pledges of their respective plat- 
forms.”’ 

The two conference represent- 
atives said that the support of 
Nixon and Kennedy should make 
it possible to muster the two- 
thirds majority needed to limit 
debate in the Senate and avoid 
a Southern filibuster. 

The House Rules Committee, 
which frequently has bottled up 
civil rights measures, ‘could 
hardly be a stumbling block if 
Speaker (Sam) Rayburn, acting 
for Senator Kennedy, and Minor- 
ity Leader (Charles A.) Halleck, 
acting for Vice President Nixon, 
jointly seek committee action,” 
the statement added. 

OBSERVING THAT BOTH Re- 
publicans and Democrats have 
adopted strong civil rights 
planks, Wilkins and Aronson 
called on both parties to enact a 
legislative down payment this 
month ‘‘as an earnest of their 
intention to execute the planks in 
full during the next administra- 
tion.” 

The two men warned that un- 
less Nixon and Kennedy. reach 
agreeemnt, civil rights could 
block consideration of other leg- 
isiation at the short 
al session.

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The Senate Outlook 


As the Senate convenes for the short 
session this week it contains one more 
Democrat than when it recessed for the con- 
ventions. Representative Quentin Burdick’s 
victory over Republican Governor Davis of 
North Dakota in June, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Senator Langer, 
brought the size of the Democratic majority 
to 66, nearly twice the 34 votes commanded 
by the Republicans. The figures emphasize 
again the fact that no matter who wins the 
presidential election, the next Senate is cer- 
tain to be controlled by the Democrats. 

A look at the line-up of Senate contests in 
November will explain why this is so. Out 
of 33 Senate seats to be voted on in the fall, 
22 are held by Democrats, and of these 22 at 
least 13 are considered virtually certain to 
remain with that party. They include the 
seats held by Johnson of Texas, Eastland of 
Mississippi, Ellender of Louisiana, Jordan of 
North Carolina, Kefauver of Tennessee, Kerr 
of Oklahoma, McClellan of Arkansas, Robert- 
son of Virginia, Russell of Georgia, Sparkman 
of Alabama, Thurmond of South Carolina, 
Gruening of Alaska and Anderson of New 
Mexico. 

Thus even if the Republicans retained all 
of the seats they now hold and captured all 
of the Democratic seats which may be con- 
sidered in contention, the Senate would still, 
by virtue of the 13 “sure” Democratic con- 
tests, have a Democratic majority of 57 to 43. 

Actually the majority is almost sure to be 
considerably larger. Among the Democratic 
seats up for re-election this year are those of 
Douglas of Illinois. Humphrey of Minnesota, 
McNamara of Michigan, Murray of Montana, 
Green of Rhode Island and O'Mahoney of 
Wyoming, the last three having retired from 
the Senate. It is most unlikely that the Re- 
publicans could take all of these seats. 

To make matters worse, several of the 
presently Republican seats are up for grabs 
in elections which Democratic candidates 
might very well win—those in Iowa, South 
Dakota, Colorado, Idaho and Nebraska, for 
example. 

In close states, the result of the Senate con- 
test will undoubtedly be affected by the way 
the presidential contest goes. Should Vice 
President Nixon run strong in the Middle 
West, he could hope to pull some Senators in 
with him, and Senator Kennedy could do the 
same in like circumstances. But no matter 
how well Mr. Nixon were to run he would be 
virtually certain, if elected, to face a Demo- 
cratic Senate if not a Democratic House. 

Which calls attention to the fact that Sena- 
tor Lyndon Johnson is the only man who 
seems likely to win either way. Under a pe- 
culiar Texas law, he is running both for Vice 
President and for re-election as Senator... If 
the Democrats elect a President, he will be- 
come Vice President, presiding over and un- 
doubtedly exerting considerable influence 
upon the next Senate. If the Republicans win 
the White House, Senator Johnson will: con- 
tinue to be majority leader of a Democratic 
Senate—assuming he wins re-election to the 
Senate. And since he won 85 per cent of the 
two-party vote the last time he ran, it would 
take a political revolution to defeat him in 
Texas in Noyember. 


Qrestions on Downey 
Illinois Democrats in Springfield are serv- 
ing the public as well as a partisan interest 
with their demands for a grand jury inquiry 
into the activities of Gov. Stratton’s former 
top assistant, William W. (Smokey) Downey. 
Downey is awaiting sentence on four fed- 
eral income tax charges: he: pleaded guilty 
to one of them and no contest to three. They 
alleged he evaded the federal tax on $77,607 
in income for the years 1953-56 when he was 
the Republican Governor’s administrative aid 
and legislative liaison man. In the Stratton 
Administration’s early stages Downey also 
ran a public relations business on the side. 
What the Democrats want to know is where 
Downey got the cash he didn’t report. Be- 
cause of his pleas in federal court there will 
be no public trial and accordingly no chance 
for the people to learn the source of the 
unreported income. The Governor has asked 
the Attorney General’s office to make a 
thorough investigation, but that is not likely 
to be so searching as one conducted by a 
grand jury determined to get all the facts. 
Downey is the second member of the Strat- 
ton Administration to get into serious trouble 
over money. Former State Auditor Orville 
Hodge of Granite City embezzled a fortune 
in state funds and is now in prison. If the 
Governors memory is sufficiently long, he 
will recall that Hodge dismissed the first 
disclosures against him as “just political 
smears.” The Hodge thefts couldn’t be cov- 
ered up, and neither can the questions of 
where Downey got the $77,000 and why. 


Houston’s Sham 


United States District Judge B. C. Connally 
found the right words to apply to the Houston 
school board’s segregation plan. He called 
it a sham and subterfuge. The board would 
have named one elementary, one junior high 
and one high school for integration, but 
would have permitted any member of a racial 
minority to transfer from these. Such a plan 
would represent a paltry start of an effort 
which would inevitably end in almost no inte- 
gration at all. 

In ruling out this plan, Judge Connally or- 
dered the big Texas city to begin integration 
this fall, one grade at a time. Only a few 
weeks ago a federal court denied the right of 
Delaware to integrate by one grade at a time, 
and told the state to integrate completely. 
But different measurements of the Supreme 
Court’s doctrine of “reasonable speed” must 
be applied to different places, and Delaware 
is not Houston. The latter is, in fact, the 
largest segregated district in the nation. That 
gives it no excuse for offering its public 
school pupils a sham and a subterfuge. 


It Used to Buy a Chicken 

As a coin of almost negligible monetary 
worth and as a means of expressing the low- 
est possible valuation on almost anything, 
the British brass farthing ranks high. The 
unimportance attached to a picayune, a con- 
tinental, a tinker’s damn and a hoot in a rain 
barrel is no less than. that which attaches to 
the farthing. 

Small wonder that Britain at last has de- 
cided that this smallest coin of the realm is 
to be dropped, surrendering low spot to the 
ha’‘penny. It has been years since the far- 
thing would pay for even a half loaf of bread. 
Yet when first minted by King Edward I in 


1279 the farthing. would buy a chicken and 
in 1307 it cost a farthing to get a seat at the 
coronation of King Edward II. But the coin 
lost value so quickly that Chaucer could say 
a lady had not a farthing of grace and Shake- 
speare said “remuneration” was Latin for 
three farthings. Its present value is about 
one-fourth of an American cent. 

If it took nearly 700 years for inflation to 
catch up with the farthing and the Royal 
Mint to close it out, the ha’penny should be 
good for a few years even if a ha’penny isn’t 
sufficient for fish and chips. 


Deeper Into Hatred 


With militiamen marching into most re- 
maining American properties in Cuba, Fidel 
Castro has added a dramatic touch to his 
latest oratorical appearance. In view of the 
Prime Minister's illness, he presumably need- 
ed the emphasis of deeds as well as words 
to prove that he is still leader of the revo- 
lution. 

Yet however Cubans may cheer the march 
on American properties, and however ap- 
palled most Americans may be, the fact is 
that Castro was bound to seize the American 
holdings sooner or later, and probably sooner. 
The Cuban revolution tumbles hastily onward 
at a pace faster than most of the world an- 
ticipated. 

Nationalization is only one symbol of an 
increasing hatred of all things North Ameri- 
can that Fidel Castro now seems to share 
with his pro-Communist colleagues, and 
wishes all Cubans to share with him. Hatred 
seems to be the only ballast which demagogic 
dictators always carry with them. But it has 
been enough to carry Cuba deeper into the 
Communist realm. 

The bold statement of the Catholic Church, 
signed by the Archbishop of Havana and 
warning against the growing attachment of 
some Cuban leaders for Communism, ought 
to help check the Castro push to the extreme 
left. By implication, at least, it also under- 
scores the new United States memorandum 
to the Organization of American States accus- 
ing Cuba of becoming a dictatorial state ruled 
by Communists. But more than anything else 
the actions and words of Fidel Castro ought 
to convince the OAS that a left-wing dictator- 
ship can be as threatening to the New World 
as the right-wing dictators who have departed. 


The FAA Reaches Higher 


The success that the Federal Aviation 
Agency has had in preventing mid-air colli- 
sions by radio control of planes flying be- 
tween 17,000 and 22,000 feet on the transcon- 
tinental airways has been outstanding. Now 
the FAA plans on Aug. 30 to begin extending 
this control to planes flying as high as 60,000 
feet. This step is a proper development and 
a needed one since the newest type of jet 
airliners now fly above 22,000 feet most 
of the time. 


Trouble at St. Joseph 


The suit which Secretary Flemming has 
asked the Department of Justice to bring 
against the city of St. Joseph, to compel it to 
stop polluting the Missouri River, should pro- 
vide a rough awakening for many other cities 
as well. It would be an unenviable distinction 
indeed for a Missouri city, of all the cities in 
the United States, to be the first to have 
to be sued to stop it from endangering the 
health of other communities with its sewage. 


Mayor Meers of St. Joseph is up against 
what the mayor of many another American 
city is up against: The voters do not see why 
after all these years they should have to spend 
large sums for treatment plants right at this 
particular moment. What is the hurry? The 
fact is that the unclean practices with sew- 
age they have followed ever since they were 
first settled have finally caught up with them. 
The voters of St. Joseph have twice rejected 
a bond issue to build a sewage treatment plant. 
Mayor Meers thinks a federal lawsuit might 
change their minds. 

What taxpayers and voters in so many 
American cities are having a hard time realiz- 
ing is that pollution of water has reached or 
passed the point at which it is a danger to 
everyone's health, and neither Federal nor 
State Government can permit it to continue. 
Besides St. Joseph in our own state Kansas 
City is defying the Missouri Water Pollution 
Board’s bar on any further connections to the 
sewer system until some progress is made 
toward building treatment plants. St. Louis 
is a year behind the timetable it must follow 
if it is not to get into trouble with the state 
and federal public health authorities. 

The only thing that will prevent our own 
community from getting into the same trou- 
ble St. Joseph is in now will be for our citizens 
to be better informed and more ready to vote 
the sums that will be necessary in the next 
few years. 


China’s Overture 


Premier Chou En-lai’s offer of a peace 
treaty with the United States, including a 
Western Pacific zone to be free of nuclear 
weapons, deserves the examination which the 
State Department, after first dismissing it out 
of hand, now seems disposed to give to it. 

A more detailed explanation of the proposal 
is to be requested at the next meeting of the 
ambassadors of the two countries in Warsaw 
Sept. 6, the State Department announces. 
This is an improvement on the Department’s 
original reaction of brushing it aside as ‘‘an- 
other meaningless propaganda gesture.” 

Press Officer Lincoln White’s rationale in 
the original brushoff was simply a continua- 
tion of rigid and defeatist doctrines which 
have hampered our conduct of foreign policy 
so long in so many parts of the world. 

Mr. White said the ambassadorial confer- 
ence of United States and Chinese envoys at 
Warsaw demonstrates that the rulers of China 
will not even take the first step toward aban- 
doning their warlike policies by agreeing to 
renounce the use of force in the Formosa 
Straits area. 

Formosa, however, is only one of many 
issues dividing Peiping and the United States. 
We cannot expect Peiping to retreat on one 
issue in the absence of broader settlement 
covering others. To insist that a concession 
be made by one side without concessions by 
the other is a sure way to forestall any nego- 
tiations before they can start. 

In the present state of affairs almost any 
move which will reopen the channels of com- 
munication between Peiping and Washington 
even a little wider should be considered a 
net gain for both our countries and for the 
peaceful probabilities of the entire world.

W hy Transit Needs Public Ownership 


Only Way to Reverse Trend of Declining Mass Transportation Service, Engineer Says 


From a Statement by 
Henry P. Ingebritsen, 
City Publie Utilities Engineer 


That privately owned and operated 
transit in St. Louis, as well as in 
other comparable cities, has demon- 
strated its inability to provide transit 
service attractive and convenient 
enough to promote the greater use of 
transit, thereby reversing the steady 
downward trend of transit patronage, 
is quite evident from the operating re- 
sults and Statistics. 

In St. Louis, 1959 was the thirteenth 
consecutive year since the peak year 
of 1946 in which 
transit patronage 
continued to de- 
cline. During 1959 
St. Louis Public 
Service Co. hauled 
about 72 per cent 
fewer revenue pas- 
sengers than in 
1946. The decline in riding during 
1959 tapered off to 3.3 per cent of the 
preceding year. This downward spiral 
continued during the first five months 
of 1960 at» the accelerated rate of 4.4 
per cent. 

A comparison between a pre-war 
average year and the year 1959 shows 
the only thing that increased was 
the passenger revenue which went 
up 52 per cent. In contrast, the com- 
pany hauled 35 per cent fewer passen- 
gers in 1959 than during the average 
pre-war year, and cut the service by 
the much greater proportion of 43 
per cent in terms of vehicle miles and 
51 per cent in terms of seat miles.

The average fare increased from the 
pre-war level of 8.9 cents to 21.0 cents 
in 1959, an increase of about 135 per 
cent. Meantime the level of service 
per passenger was reduced by 11.64 
per cent in terms of vehicle miles and 
by 245 per cent in terms of seat 
miles, 


‘Tailoring’ the Service 


This combination of increased fares 
and reduced service per passenger 
increased the passenger revenue per 
vehicle mile operated by about 166 per 
cent and per seat mile operated by 
almost 212 per cent. 

These operating statistics reveal the 
interesting fact that in the transit busi- 
ness increased revenues per mile oper- 
ated may be realized in two ways, 
namely: (1) by increasing the rate of 
fare and (2) by reducing the service 
per passenger. 

In 1959 the company chose the alter- 
native of a drastic reduction in the 
level of service with resultant savings 
in mileage traveled and the related 
transportation expenses, including op- 
erators’ wages, motor fuel, etc. 

Even though riding fell off by only 
3.3 per cent in 1959, the vehicle mile- 
age was cut by 4.1 per cent, or at the 
rate of 1.25 per cent for each 1.0 per 
cent decline in riding. 

By this drastic cut in service, the 
company was able to absorb a substan- 
tial increase in wage costs without 
benefit of the usual offsetting increase 
in fares, and still realize net earnings 
of seventy-seven cents per share of 
common stock as compared to sixty- 
eight cents in 1958 during which there 
was a fare increase. 

This illustrates the fact that under 
private ownership of a marginal in- 
dustry, such as transit, there is al- 
ways a temptation to enhance earn- 
ings at the expense of the service. 


Needless to say, this consistent pat- 
tern of. ‘‘tailoring’’ the service (to bor- 
row the company’s terminology) to an 
increasingly ‘‘snug fit” is. not condu- 
cive to the retention of transit patron-

Since the legal jurisdiction over the 
level of transit service offered, as well 
as the rates of fare, is vested in the 
Missouri Public Service Commission, 
the City of St. Louis is powerless to do 
anything about the level of service 
olfered. The Commission has not ex- 
ercised its obligation to regulate the 
level of service, leaving that to the 
sole judgment of the company. 

In the absence of such regulation, 
it is not strange that profits and divi- 
dends have taken precedence over

service to the public. It is a fact, of 
course, that the primary motivation of 
a privately owned utility or other in- 
dustry is the expectation of profits 
and dividends, whereas the primary 
function of a publicly owned and op- 
erated transit system is service. 
Because of its ability to pack more 
and more passengers into fewer and 
fewer vehicles in the absence of effec- 
tive regulation of its service, transit 
is in the unique position of being able 
to augment its earnings by the severe 
curtailment of service to the public as 


it did in 1959. Other utilities such as 
electric, gas and water are not in a 
similar position since the service fur- 
nished by them is capable of definite 
measurement as to the quantity sup- 
plied to any given customer. 

Under these circumstances, the 
only way the city could obtain effec- 
tive control over the level of transit 
service is through public ownership 
and operation of the transit system. 


The longer established publicly 
owned transit systems have also ex- 
perienced substantial declines in pa- 
tronage. But the reduction of service 
in 1959 from the pre-war level was 
much less in proportion to the reduc- 
tion in riding than for the private 
transit companies. For example, the 
reduction in vehicle mileage at Boston 
was only about 52 per cent of the re- 
duction in riding. The reduction in 
vehicle mileage at Seattle was only 
about 8 per cent of the reduction in 
revenue passengers. In comparison, 
the reduction in mileage for the pri- 
vately owned companies as a group 
was about 91 per cent of the decline 
in riding. 

The more recent trends of transit 
riding show the level of riding on the 
privately owned systems continuing its 
downward trend during 1959 as com- 
pared to 1958. 


With the one exception of Detroit, 
the publicly owned systems. either 
showed a gain or a comparatively 
small decline in transit riding. New 
York and San Francisco both showed 
a slight increase while Boston and 
Seattle recorded relatively small de- 
clines. Cleveland apparently experi- 
enced an increase in riding. 

Except for Detroit then, it seems 
evident that the publicly owned tran- 
sit systems have recently been more 
successful than the privately owned 
ones in checking or reversing the 
downward spiral of transit patronage. 
It seems apparent also that such suc- 
cess is attributable in large part to the 
maintenance of a more adequate level 
of service in the face of declining pa- 
tronage since World War II.

Disarmament Formula. 


The vehemence of this opposi- 
tion is surprising because of the 
great advantages of the treaty to 
the United States and the weight 
its rejectiom would give to a 
charge by the Soviet Union that 
the basic disarmament policy of 
this nation is a sham. 

That policy is expressed by the 
standing offer of the United 
States to reduce armaments and 
ban nuclear explosions on a 
global scale if the compact is 
safeguarded by adequate inspec- 
tion and control, a.formula the 
Soviet Union accepted in signing 
the Antartic treaty. 

The treaty also reserves all 
United States territorial claims 
in Antarctica, and prohibits any 
signatory nation from making 
claims founded on its activities 
during the life of the treaty. 
This is a special restraint on the 
Soviet Union because its activi- 
ties in the area are constant and 
second only to those of the 
United States. 

Moreover, if this nation were 
now to make a claim its only 
clear title is to Marie Byrd Land, 
20 per cent of Antarctica and the 
least valuable area.

Furthermore, this action by 
the United States would be an 
implicit acceptance of the valid- 
ity and priority of well-founded 
claims on the remainder by 
seven friendly governments.

Cool, Light Desserts Made in Refri 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

Despite the fact that most 
horne fieezers are well stocked 
the year around with the excel- 
lent commercial ice creams now 
available, it’s stfll fun occasion- 
ally to make your own (or some 
other type of frozen dessert) in the 
freezer tray of the refrigerator, 
or in a hand or electric ice cream 
freezer. In fact, with the great 
boom in backyard entertaining, 
the ice cream freezer has taken 
its place right along with the 
grill as part of the equipment for 
out-of-door fun. 


One reason for the popularity 
of homemade ice creams is that 
they are as truly “custom made” 
as a suit tailored to your meas- 
urements. You have your choice 
of any flavor that pleases your 
fancy, and of many types. 


There is the “early Philadel- 
phia” ice cream which is a sim- 
ple mixture of cream, sugar and 
flavoring; the ice cream made 
with a cooked custard base of 
egg yolks, milk and cream (some 
with thin cream, some _ with 
whipped cream). There are reci- 
pes which call for freezing mixes 
and rennet tablets, and there is 
the whole wonderful world of 
sherbets. 


In the pages of this section you 
will find recipes for these var- 
ious types, to be frozen in var- 
ious ways, to help you find those 
which best suit your tastes and 
purposes, and so add to the en- 
joyment of summer family meals 
and parties. 


Before you put the ice cream 
freezer to work, here are a few 
tips. Miss Flora Carl, Missouri 
University extension nutritionist, 
suggests that the ice cream mix- 
ture be prepared from two to 
three hours ahead of time and 
chilled before being put into the 
freezer, as she feels this gives a 
smoother and better flavored ice 
cream. Do not fill the can more 
than three-fourths full, as the mix 
expands as it freezes. Finely 
crushed ice will freeze the cream 
more rapidly. 

Like the recipe ingredients, 
there are many variations in the 
proportions of salt and ice used 
to freeze the cream, but the gen- 
erally accepted ratio is four parts 
ice to one part salt. This is the 
proportion which, combined with 
steady agitation of the cream mix- 
tures, produces a smooth ice 
cream, free of frozen particles. 
Another tip for smooth ice cream 
is slow turning of the mixture for 
the first few minutes and more 
rapid, constant churning after 
the mixture ig thoroughly 
chilled,

brine drains off, continue adding 
ice and salt in the four-to-one 
proportion to maintain an even 
temperature. Later, when the 
cream has hardened and the 
crank removed, pack with addi- 
tional ice and salt (protect top of 
freezer with newspapers, a rug 
or burlap sack) and let the cream 
ripen for at least one and pref- 
erably two hours before serving. 


If you are using an electric 
ice cream feezer, the best ad- 
vice, of course, is to follow the 
manufacturer’s directions. 

Here are basic recipes for Phil- 
adelphia ice cream and for a 
cooked, custard type to try in the 
ice cream freezer. Both may 


be varied with different flavor- 


ings or the addition of sugared 
fruits in season. 


Philadelphia 
Ice Cream. 

One quart light cream. 

One cup granulated sugar. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One and one-half teaspoons fla- 
voring extract. 

Mix the ingredients, stir until 
the sugar is melted, and freeze. 


Cooked 
Ice Cream. 


One cup granulated sugar. 
One tablespoon flour. 
One teaspoon salt. 

Two egg yolks, beaten. 
Two cups milk, scalded. 


Old-Fashioned Treat 


One and one-half teaspoons fla- 
voring extract. 


Four cups thin cream. 


Mix: flour, salt and sugar and 
add to slightly beaten egg yolks, 
stirring until smooth. Add the 
scalded milk slowly to the egg 
mixture. Cook in top of double 
boiler until mixture thickens. 
When cool, add cream and ex- 
tract. Freeze. 


Here is another version of the 
cooked base ice cream, this one 
calling for whipped cream and 
gelatine.

Candy Mint Ice Cream.

When ice cream has hardened, 
add four tablespoons candy mint 
leaves, cut into small pieces.

Hal Boyle 
$2 Hotel Room, 
Victim of Prosperity 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8 (AP). 
IT’S A SHAME the way America lets go so quickly of 
its past, and one of the traditions it has lost is the fine 
old tradition of the $2 hotel room. 
Whatever happened to it? 

In these prosperous 
times most middle-aged 
people shudder at the mere 
mention of the word “de- 
pression.” It brings up 
mental pictures of long 
breadlines and grown 
strong men standing on 
street corners, desperately 
trying to sell apples to 
passersby. 

Actually, in the trying 
times between 1929 and the 
outbreak of the second 
world war, I don’t recall 
any man trying to peddle 
me an apple, although 
there were legions who 
asked, “‘brother, can you 
spare a dime?” 

But although the pay was 
small and the hours long 
during the depression years 
—if you were lucky enough 
to have a job, and most people were—they were years that 
had some consolations. 

One of them was the $2 hotel room. 

Because many people today under the age of 35 have 
never heard of such a thing, perhaps I had better describe it. 

The $2 hotel room was featured, usualry, by a somewhat 
seedy and a bit run down hostelry that had seen better days. 
It was strategically located across the street from a tavern 
that sold a tall foaming glass of beer for a nickel. 


The hotel lobby was large and old-fashioned and 
furnished with red plush remnants of its faded 
grandeur. The floor was of marble. In the evening 
aging traveling salesmen, like inland mariners, liked 
to sit in the lobby chairs and swap long lies of their 
success on the road when they were younger.

When you checked in, an elderly bellhop delivered your 
bags to a creaking elevator and steered it himself up to your 
floor. If you gave him a two-bit tip he would flash a look 
of real gratitude, and if you gave him a four-bit tip he would 
sit down, break into tears, and tell you the story of his life. 

The $2 a day hotel room was $10 if you stayed a week, 
$25 to $30 if you stayed by the month. 

The room itself was big and comfortable. It had a 
nineteenth century air of durability. It also had a lived-in 
look, as many of its hundreds of tenants had left some mark 
of their passing. .. . A cigar burn on the writing table, carpet 
stains, a telephone number acribbled on the wall by the 
telephone. 

The double bed was big and soft, and over it hung a 
picture of Whistler’s Mother to remind the weary traveler 
that somewhere, sometime someone had loved and waited 
for him—and perhaps still did. 

The room held a big old chipped bureau, two floor lamps 
(one of which worked), a bedside table and a huge shabby 
old chair by the window where you could sit and read the 
Gideon Bible or look across the court to see if anything 
interesting was going on in the $2 rooms over there. 

Sometimes you had to take a bath down the hall, but if 
the room did have a bath attached it was huge and often 
had a tub large enough to cradle the Cardiff giant. 


What the $2 hotel room lacked in style, it made 
up for in other ways. It was light, airy, generous in 
size, mellow with the security of the past, and gave 
millions of Americans a bargain when they needed 
one most. 


Whatever happened to the $2 hotel room? 

Some hotels have cut it into three $12 rooms with single 
hideaway beds that only a mechanical engineer can open. 
Over the bed hangs a water color of the Arc de Triomphe 
in a pelting rain. 

If you palm the bellhop with less than a buck, he looks 
at you as if you were either Silas Marner or Rip Van Winkle. 
As soon as you unpack your clothes you go out to a movie. 

Anything to get away from this impersonal cold substitute 
the management likes to call ‘‘your home away from home.”

Surgery for Palsy 


I TRY TO MOVE from one topic to another in this column, 
so I can seport what is new about various problems that 
aiflict us. 

Today I’m going to return to a topic that I discussed not 
very long ago, because some new information has just been 
made public relating to Parkinson’s disease. The Veterans 
Administration is starting a study of surgical treatment of 
this affliction. 

In my last article, I pointed out that brain surgery is 
being used, in selected cases, to ease the trembling of patients 
who have Parkinson’s disease—or ‘“‘shaking palsy,” as it is 

- Often called. 

Readers who are personally interested in this will remem- 

ber that my suggestion was to use milder treatments (drugs, 
. avoiding undue tension, getting adequate rest, refusing to be 
unduly upset by moderate tremors, etc.) before considering 
6urgery. 

The VA has excellent physicians, treating large numbers 
of patients. In the case of Parkinsonism, the VA is beginning 
a study of such cases in seven of its hospitals. 

Dr. Lyndon E. Lee Jr., Washington, is co-ordinator of this 
study, and he said this summer that the brain operation ‘“‘is 
expected to be acceptable for only a small number of the some 
2000 veterans treated at the agency’s hospitals each year.” 


His reason (he added) is that the operation in- 
volves the destruction of a certain small area in the 
brain, and once this is done, it can’t be undone, This 
is a serious step, you see, and not one that should be 
taken without good reason. If the patient’s distress is 
considerable, and if his age and general condition war- 
rant the strain of the operation, then it may be done. 
But the risk is not warranted if the distress is mod- 
erate, or if the operation itself is going to be too 
strenuous on the patient. It’s a case of balancing the 
need against the possible results, and weighing both 
against the strain involved. 


In short; the relatively few years that this operation has 
been possible at all have not yet given us as much data as 
we want to have in regard to the pros and cons and when to 
use it. ] am sure that the VA will let us know, possibly a year 
or so from now, what added information has been compiled. 
It’s part of the painstaking but priceless accumulation of 
knowledge by which we learn more about caring for ourselves.

THERE ARE no real short cuts 
to charm because it is a reflec- 
tion of the entire personality. It 
humanizes it and-broadens every 
field of action. Getting the most 
out of your charm is to allow the 
breeze of self-confidence and 
freedom to sweep through the 
whole being. 

However, some things are so 
fundamental they will give you 
a good boost while you work on 
the over-all job. Let’s take a 
look. : 


1. Get up happy. 

Every day, by some quirk of 
nature, happens to be a new one. 
If you wreck it at the start, 
you’ve already set yourself back 
and many never recover. 


2. Get organized. 

Lack of organization for the 
day can make more people liver- 
ish than anything I know.

MORE THAN 3000 PERSONS 
in need of a quiet night’s sleep 
have written to the British med- 
ical magazine, Family Doctor, to 
get a cure for snoring. — 

They wrote from every corner 
of the globe. 

But in this age of antibiotics, 
miracle vaccines and even drugs 
that tame wild animals, there is 
no fool-proof remedy for the 
chronic snorer in full blast. 


Wives wrote claiming their 
husbands could snore in any 
position. 

A woman in Houston, Tex., 
said she slept on the couch in 
the next room with the door 
shut, cotton wool in her ears 
and a pillow over her head— 
and still she could hear her 
husband snoring. 


A man from Pennsylvania 
claimed his snoring was so bad 
that not only his wife, but other 
relatives at opposite ends of the 
house were complaining. 

A Scotsman wrote: “One of 
my sons can hear me as he 
comes off the last bus.” 

Another sufferer has seen the 
logic of the separate beds solu- 
tion carried to extreme. 

“I am an old married man,” 


he wrote. “‘My snores seem to 
be so persistent, also musical 
and the bass clef, that my wife 
insisted at least on separate 
houses. She is in Scotland and 
I am still in London.” 

The young snore, the old snore. 

Letters came from a girl of 
10 and from a man of 79. 

From all these, 250 guinea pig 
snorers were selected for an ex- 
periment to find a cure. 

They were asked to fill in 
forms describing their brand of 
snoring and recording how much 
they snored. 

Then they were given a series 
of exercises to tighten up the 
throat, jaw and tongue muscles. 

Of the 250, only 78 completed 
the course. 

And not one of them claimed

Moliere made 
the affected society women 
of his day look so silly that 
their manners were no longer 
fashionable. 


Mark Twain did the same 
thing for sentimentalized chival- 
ry—as had Cervantes long be- 
fore. It was never the real that 
was ridiculous; it was the pre- 
tension. 

As for cartoonists and humor- 
ists, they are so powerful that 
you don’t know a culture until 
you have studied its great lam- 
poonists.

Racial Problem 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8. 

I HAVE RECEIVED a letter from ‘“‘a’farm woman that 
has lived here in the northern part of Orange county, Little 
River Township, N.C., all of my life.” She is an old woman, 
and perhaps age has given her wisdom, so | want to quote 
some of what she said: 


“I am a Methodist and I believe God made each of us and 
watches over us no matter what creed we follow. . . . We 
have a Negro problem in the South and I think it will take a 
lot of the best minds to solve it. The folks around here that I 
have seen are all up in the air about it more than the religious 
issue. My days are spent, but I stand up and let myself be 
heard. . 

“The best minds working together can come up with 
something that will unite us all in the march to victory. . 
Love of our fellow beings helps us to be a good soldier 
marching for freedom as proclaimed on our Statue of Liberty.” 


This old lady believes that we can elect a Roman Catholic 
as President and we can treat the Negro as a fellow human 


being. 


I sometimes think that the very old and the young 
people are best able to face our difficulties and decide 
that we can live together in peace and dignity so long 
as we know what we believe in and stand up for it. 


I went to hear Charles Laughton’s version of ‘John 
Brown's Body” by Stephen Vincent Benet. This is a beauti- 
fully arranged dramatic version of one of the poems that I 
like best, and I cannot speak too highly of the performances 
of Angela Wood, Donald Moreland and Bernard Engel. 


Next year we will be celebrating the centennial of the 
Civil War, and it seems fitting that this beautiful stage version 
of the poem should be revived at this time. Too few people, 
I find, are familiar with this 1928 Pulitzer prize poem. 


To me, the beginning, with the scene in the slave ship and 
then the story of John Brown and his sons and the uprising at 
Harper’s Ferry, provides a remarkable understanding of the 
turbulent years that preceded the war between the states. The 
poem certainly should be read by everyone in this country who 
wants to understand the background of our present racial 
problems. 


Lincoln’s death was a tragedy in that it deprived 
us of the gentle and strong leadership through the 
yeurs of reconstruc-ion. These years were marked by 
so many excesses that the enslavement of the colored 
people was prolonged and the bitterness created that 

' still exists between the North and South. One can only 
hope that during the centennial there will be a wisdom 
and understanding among our leaders that will draw 
our nation into closer unity, which was Lincoln’s 
greatest objective. 


I must also mention the music that accompanies this | 


presentation of “‘John Brown’s Body.” The score, composed 


by Fenno Heath and sung by a chorus of 16 persons conducted . 


by Robert Browne, sets the mood for the production.

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Martyn Green’s Career Switch

MARTYN GREEN, whose 
identity has become somewhat 
confused through the years with 
that of Ko-Ko the Lord High 
Executioner, hat a _ refreshing 
experience not long ago. 

A person who had seen him in 
a television drama asked him if 
he had'ever done anything else. 
Green, who is_ internationally 
famous for his interpretation 
over many years with the D’Oyly 
Carte players of Gilbert and 
Sullivan roles, found himself, for 
perhaps the first time in his 
career, wordless. 

“Well,” he said modestly, ‘I’ve 
done some Gilbert and Sullivan.’’ 
The person beetled his brow. 
“Gilbert and Sullivan?” he said. 
*‘What’s that?’ 

“I didn’t believe it possible,” 
said Green, “until one day I 
ran across someone who had 
never heard of Shakespeare. 
Now nothing surprises me.” 

This anecdote arose from the 
fact that when I sat down for 
lunch and a chat with Green, 
we agreed that an _ interview 
without any Gilbert and Sullivan 
would be a novelty. However, 
the pair persisted in intruding 
themselves, since it was Gilbert 
and = Sullivan which brought 
Green back to St. Louis, After 
many years of playing G. and S. 
roles, he is cast as Sir W. S. 
Gilbert himself in “‘Knights of 
Song” at the Municipal Opera. 
When he has played Sullivan he 
will have come full circle. 


“We might,” he suggested as 
he adjusted his monocle in his 
left eye, “‘talk about what’s 
wrong with television. Every- 
body else is.”’ But unlike every- 
body else, Green doesn’t think 
there is too much wrong with 
television. As a matter of fact 
he thinks a live television play, 
or even a taped one, has more 
warmth and audience appeal 
than the average movie. 


“You shoot a motion picture 
sequence by sequence,” he ex- 
plained. ‘‘And you even shoot 
each sequence over and over 
until you get a polish and a form 
of perfectionism without a blem- 
ish or a dropped word. But at 
the same time you lose some- 
thing. In a television play the 
actor begins and plays right 
through without a break. It’s 
much closer to a stage perform- 
ance and much more effective 
both for the actor and the audi- 
ence.” 

Then, of course, there is ques- 
tion of sponsorship and its role 
in stifling creativeness. 

‘In England,”’ Green pointed 
out, ‘“‘we now have sponsored 
programs, but the sponsor does 
not control the program. He 
doesn’t just take over a program 
and run it, deciding what shall 
go tm and what shall not, and 
even who the actors will be. 
He is allowed to buy a spot on 
the program and there his con- 
nection ends. 

“The result—the people who 


are running the network actually | 


control] the program. I feel that 


in that way the general level of | 
the program must inevitably be 


higher.”’ 

But Green sees rays of hope 
here and there, one of them be- 
ing “Show of the Week,” pro- 
duced by an independent station 
in New York, which has won na- 
tional acclaim. “One of the 
greatest things on television,” 
says Green. ‘“‘They’re looking for 
a vehicle for me right now and 
I’m certainly looking forward to 
it. They can’t pay a great deal 
of money. But every actor is 
more than willing to accept an 
offer to appear, because we all 
believe in it.” 

Green looks upon himself to- 
day as an actor, although he 
started his career as a singer, 


following in the footsteps of his | 


father, William Green who, as 
Martyn puts it, ‘“‘was rather fa- 


mous in his day. Sang all over

the world. In fact, he appeared 
in a concert in St. Louis in 1904.” 

Green studied at the Royal 
College of Music, ran the gamut 
of theatrical experience includ- 
ing grand opera, revues, variety 
and musical comedy, before he 
finally found his artistic haven 
in Gilbert and Sullivan. He got 
in by talking his way into one 
of the D’Oyly Carte companies, 
and started with small parts, 
eventually moving up to juvenile 
leads. In time he became per- 
haps the most famous name in 
Gilbert and Sullivan circles. 

“I’m glad it turned out the 
way it did,”’ he said. “I doubt 
that I had the voice to become 
a really great singer, and I 
would much prefer to be a good 
actor than just an average 
singer.’’ 

But after a quarter of a cen- 
tury with D’Oyly Carte, Green 
decided he was in something of 
a wit and would like to try 
other things. Was 
hensive about his future? 

‘Well, yes and no,”’ he says. 
“IT went immediately into a mo- 
tion picture about, of all peo- 
ple, Gilbert and Sullivan. It 
was called ‘The Great Gilbert 
and Sullivan.’ Then I came over 
here and went into a Broadway 
play, Shaw’s ‘Misalliance,’ and 
then went on tour with it. If I 
had any slight feelings of trepi- 
dation they were gone by then. 
I found myself doing things I 
had wanted to do—plays, tele- 
vision and motion pictures.” 

Just as Gilbert and Sullivan 
inevitably injected themselves 
into the interview, so did the 
subject of Green’s injury last 
year when he lost his left leg 
as the result of an injury in a 
garage elevator. 


It isn’t so much that he 
doesn’t like to talk about it, 
as the fact he feels too much 
has been made of it already. 
His is not the British chin-up 
old-boy attitude. He merely 
feels that it’s something that 
could happen toe anyone, and 
something which he will take 
in stride.
